War To Bring 


Record Strain 


OI Industry 


Next Major Conflict 


To Produce Problems 
Greater Than in 40s 


Bv SAM DAWSON' 
NEW YORK UP— Any war of to­ 
morrow could put a strain on the I 
nation's industries far beyond the 
challenge they met so successfully 
in World War II. 
Industrial 
engineers 
say 
th a t, 
missiles call for complicated parts 
and strange alloys that require 
more steps in manufacture, more 
men and machines than did the 
comparatively simpler engines of 
destruction in the last war. 
Many of the problems 
aren’t 
licked yet—problems that didn't 
enter into the older type of war- i 
fare at all. Even after they are 
solved, setting up high speed pro­ 
duction lines for missiles in an 
emergency would 
beg 
both 
for 
more automation and for more 
skilled workers. 
The Defense Department’s ex­ 
act spending on missiles is a se­ 
cret, but industry estimates it to 
be about three billion dollars a 
year, twice what it was two years 
ago. Perhaps 100,000 persons work 
on them in dozens of plants. More 
money could be poured in, if Con­ 
gress ordered—but it would take 
more than money to get the host 
of missiles that war might de­ 
mand. 
Fred K. Powell, Jr., vice presi­ 
dent of engineering for American 
Machine A Foundry, contends: 
“ By conventional modern meth­ 
ods of manufacture, it has already 
been f o u n d that there aren’t 
enough people in the country to 
make the small transformers and 
relays which would be needed for 
guided missiles in a hill dress, 
ready for war missile armaments 
program ” 
But progress toward more auto­ 
mation is reported. For example, 
synchro coils are needed in vast j 
numbers in missile equipment. In 
each synchro, about the size of an 
egg, there are 2,080 feet of wire.

Mother lived in New York while 
I spent most of my impressionable 
growing-up years with her family 
in Vermont—where I was taught 
a very high regard for one’s mor­ 
al responsibilities to family, God 
and neighbor.

Last Week Proven Hectic 


For Stock Market Traders 
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NEW 
YORK on — The stock 
market was all-even by the end of 
last week after one of the most 
hectic five day periods in history. 
The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks closed at $156.70, un­ 
changed from th e-week before. 
But volume soared to 20,804,199 
shares, the highest total since the 
week ended Oct. I, 1955. That was 
the first week after President Ei­ 
senhowers heart attack. 
Outstanding 
highlights 
of

week were two days, Monday and 
Wednesday. 
On 
Monday, 
stocks 
took their worst dive since Sept. 
26, 1955, the first trading session 
after the Eisenhower heart attack. 
On Wednesday, the market made 
its biggest one-day advance since 
Nov. 
14, 1929. The latter was a 
day of temporary recovery follow­ 
ing the blackest days of the ’29 
crash. 
This was a climactic week in 
the long decline, now well into its 
fourth month, since the market 
reached its 1957 high on July 12. 
The tremendous volume, the re­ 
peated series of late ticker tapes, 
the almost frenzied scale of sell­ 
ing and buying on the 
heaviest 
days — these were the factors that 
spelled “climax” in the language 
of Wall Street. 
It was a climax to a long de­ 
cline — but what next? A strong 
recovery?

The word among financial ana­ 
lysts these days is that the market
